Gives Thanks for Advice. . 
In reply .Benator Gates, speaking for the 
state, said: 
“This legislature appreciates the honor 


“@bat has been done to this state by the visit 


of the secretary of state. We realize that 
his coming to codperate with us miarks an 
era in American politics. It brings the fed- 
eral government into close touch. with the 
individual states. 

“On the part of the legislature I wish to 
express our profound appreciation and grati- 
tude for the interest taken by the national 
government in a problem confronting the 
state of California and to assure the presi- 


dent that, even if we may differ with him, | 


we do it with the profoundest respect for 
his opinione and those of the secretary of 
state. And if we feel impelled to depart from 
that advice, we do it with respect for that 
advice. 

“I purpose and desire on the part of this 
legisiature to thank the president and his 
secretary for their aezsistance and I express 
the hope that this visit may be a forerunner 
of further activity by the national govern- 
ment in assisting the states in their work.” 


House Working on Measure. 

Despite the oordial reception given Mr. 
Bryan and the respect @ith which his advice 
was received, it was apparént tonight that 
big mission has had little succese. The ae 
sembly, after hearing Mr. Bryan's last ap- 
peal, returned to a night session, at which it 
took up its work of following the senate’s 
lead in passing a bill which does not meet 
the approval of either Mr. Bryan er Presi- 
dent Wilson. 

The procedure in the iower house was al- 
most identical with that which the adminie- 
tration leaders in the senate adopted yester- 
day. On the one side the Demoorats offered 
substitute resolutions afd amendments, all 
seeking to delay action, and on the other 
side the Progressive majority stood Grm in 
voting down every sug@estion. 

That the bil) would pass the assembly was 
predicted by both sides. It will then be in 
the hands of Gov. Johnson, awaiting the sig- 
nature that shall make &# a law. Appar- 
ently the only thing that can prevent the 
carrying out of the bill's provisions within 
ninety days is the threatened referendum 
petition, which would require 20,000 signa- 
tures before the law could be temporarily 
nullified pending an election. 


Suggestion to Cure Wrong. 

Secaretary Bryan in his final eddrese to 
the legislators voiced the president’s opin- 
lon that ‘the words “eligible to citisen- 
ship’ substituted im the California at 
torney generals redraft of the alien land 
measure for the words “ ineligible to citizen- 
ehip,”’ are equally discriminatory and there- 
fore equally objectionable to Japan. 

If a law must pass, he urged that it be 
limited in its operation to two years in order 
that meanwhile diplomacy might so tmprove 
the international situation that reténactment 
b; the next legislature would bs unnecessary. 

This suggestion, which had not yet reached 
the president, he said, was made “ for the 
consideration of these who have yet to act 
upon the subject.” 


Action Right in Policy. 

“Aa I am departing this afternoon for 
Washington,” Secretary Bryan aid, “ I deem 
it proper that I should say a final word to 
you. My coming, at the president's request, 
Was unusual and yet in the president's opin- 
ion not only right in principle but wise in 
policy. It wasin keeping with his own course 
in appearing in person to deliver a message 
to congress. 

“I need not recount the experience through 
which we have passed. The legislature, ineo- 
far aes it hae acted, has found it Inconsistent 
with ite view of its responsibilities to follow 
the president’s advice in the wording of the 


‘law which it regards as ite duty to enact. 


“ While I shall mot attempt to form a judg- 


' ment as to the action of the assembly on this 


subject I have so fully presented the presl- 
dent’s views that I do not deem a longer stay 
necessary. On the contrary, I feel that I can 
be more useful at Washington when the pree- 
ident has before him the bill as ft reaches the 
governor if it shall finally pass the assembly. 


Gives Thanks for Reception. 

“J cannot, however, take my G@eparture 
without giving expression to my appreciation 
of the spirit in which, as a representative of 
the president, I have been received, and of 
the courtesies that have been shown me at 
all times 

“The amity that has chariettisel wis te 
teroourse is in keeping, I think, with the 
course that should be purened by those who, 
acting under a sense of responsibility about 
matters in which they are jointly concerned, 
are unable to agree upon the means to be 
employed for reaching the end in view. 

“The presidetn has impressed on me at 
all times that I should emphasize the fact 
that his only purpose {s to confer with the 
legislature as to the national and interna- 
tional phases of the question under consid- 
eration, and that he confers as a not unsym- 
pathetic friend who desires to aid to the ex- 
tent of his ability In a matter where he has 

only a constitutional duty to perform, 
bait where he may be assumed to be able to 
judge of the effect of legislation upon our 
relations with other countries. 


Discrimination Still Exists. 

“Tie has pointed out the things which 
geem to him unwise in the bill that has 
passed the senate The first words to which 
he calls attention are‘ eligtble to citizenship,’ 
which are as clearly discriminating as the 
words ‘ineligible to, citizensh®p,’ against 
which he so earnestly advises, In the second 
paragraph the property rights of thase there- 
in described are defined as they are defined in 
the treaty.

terms that citizens of the United States hold 
land. 

“ But the president destres me to keep be- 
fore you at all times the fact that he would 
prefer, if conéistent with your views of the 
state’s interests, to have all action deferred 
for a time suMicient to pérmit him to employ 
diplomatic means.” 


Final Decision with People, 

In summing up, Secretary Bryan rehearsed 
the objections and suggestions of the presi- 
dent, already made public, and concluded: 

“ Having performed the duty imposed upon 
me by the chief executive of the nation, my 
work is done. You have listened patiently 
and courteously, and now the responsibility 
rests upon you to do what you deem neces- 
sary, recognizing, as you doubtless do, that 
you act not only as the representatives of the 
state, dealing with lands lying within the 
etdle, but as the representatives of a state 
occupying a position among her sister states 
and sharing with them an interest in and 
responsibility for international relations. 

“You are fortunate in this state in hav- 
ing the initiative and reférendum. The 
initiative spure you on to do that which you 
believe your people want done, while the ref- 
erendum empowers those for whom you speak 
to put their veto.upon your acte if you fail 
to refi their wishes. It may be assumed, 
therefore, that if you feel it your duty to 
enact any legisiation on this subject at this 
time your people will either manifest their 
approval by acquiescence or their Gisap- 
proval by submitting your action to the 
judgment of the voters.” 


Called Victory by Johnsen. 

The passage of the alien land law in apite 
of the softening clause permitting the leases 
to ineligible forsignets,ia regarded by Gov.

The peace congress today adopted resolu- 
tions urging the repeal of the clause in the 
Panama canal act exempting American 
coastwise vessels from the payment of tolls. 

The congress also appealed to the Califor- 
nia legisiature and to the national adminis 
tration. to “ secure such a just and impar- 
tlal settlement of the question of alien own-, 
ership of land as may not discriminate 
against the citisens of a great and friendly 
power and turn a long standing friendship 
into enmity and friction for the future.”’ 

Other resolutione express appreciation of 
the work of President Taft in negotiating 
the general arbitration treaties, which later 
failed of consummation because of senate 
amendments; congratulate the action on the 
failure of the two battleship program; urge 
the president to open diplomatic negotiations 
looking to the reduction of armaments, and 
approve the announced policy of President 
Wilson and Secretary Bryan to negotiate 
’ treaties of unrestricted arbitration. 


Militarism in Schools Opposed. 

“We call upon all friends of peace,” the 
resolutions say, “to guard against the in- 
sidious effort to extend military training in 
the schools and to make naval recruiting 
stations of the colleges and universities.” 

Andrew B. Humphrey, secretary of the 
American committee on the celebration of 
the centennial of peace among English speak- 
ing peoples, outlined the plans his committee 
will propose for the celebration. This pian 
includes: 

Celebration ceremony in Ghent. Switszer- 
land, on Christmas eve, 1914, and similar 
services throughout the Mnglish speaking 
world. 

Erection of monuments along the Canedian 
border and in many American and British 
cities. ~ 

Evtablishment of a museum of useful arts 
in the United States, dedicated to the pre- 
motion of arts and sciences. 

Erection in London and Washington of two 
monuments identical in design. 

A general peace congress at the Panama- 
Pacific exposition in San Francisco in 1015. 
This congress is to bring pressure to bear 
on the third Hague conference, which prob- 
ably will be in session at the same time. 


Voices from British America. 

William Renwick Riddell, justice of the 
Supreme court of Ontario, reviewed the his- 
tory of British-American relations for the 
last 100 years, and said questions more ¢im- 
cult of settlement than any settled by war 
had been adjusted peacefully between the 
United States and Great Britain. 

Justice Benjamin Russell of the Supreme 
court of Nova Scotia, said it was a settled 
understanding among the English speaking 
peoples of the world that no possible ques- 
tion could arise between them that was not 
capabie of adjustment without recourse to 
the sword. 

John Lewia, editor of the Toronto Star, 
spoke on the identity of the interests of the 
United States and Canada. 

Mrs. Elmer Black of New York, represent- 
ing the Church Peace league, said the money 
spent annually in promoting the cause of 
peace did not bring adequate results. 

“The press has columns on militarism,” 
she said, *‘ peace appears in paragraphs. We 
should have two peges of arbitration in the 
papers to counteract one of militarism, 
Great peace pageants should be held as often

- powned for thelr turbulence, for their in- 
subordination ,to duly constituted au- 
thorities, and for readiness to revolt, to 
rise againet the government of the day. . 

That is why the appantment of Céléstin 
Hennion to succeed Louis Lepine as the 
forty-eighth prefect of police since the cre- 
ation of the office in 1800, ie one of interest 
that extends far beyond the walle of Paris 
and beyond even the borders of France. 


May Vall Out Troops. 

Of course, it may be argued thet the mili- | 
tary governor of Paris enjoys a still greater 
amount of responsibilty in thie connection 
than the prefect of police. But thieis not the 
case. 

The one person to whom not only the gov- 
ernment and also the entire nation look for 
the preservation of law and order in Paris 
4s the prefect, whe, if he deeme it necessary, 
mey call upon the troope of the Parisian 
garrison through the governor. ~ 

It is only when he announces that he tg no 
longer able to cope with the situation with 
the means at his disposa! and by the ordinary 
methods of civil law that the military gov- 
ernor proclaims military law and aesumes 
charge of affairs. 

* Perhaps the best proof of the importance of 
the functions of the prefect of police ie to 
be found in the renk and honors lavished? 
upon Louls Lepine, who has just resigned the 
office on the completion of his second term, 
which lasted for over seventeen years. He 
leaves it with the rank of councilor of state, 
of member of the Institute of France, with 
one of the government directorships of the 
Suez Canal company, and with the grand

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‘of the interior, ite duties are of the moet 
varied character. It is intrusted firet and 
foremost with the protection of the president 
and of the ministers of state, of the foreign 
sovereigns, and of the members of their fami- 
lies while tn France, with the surveiHance of 
foreign and suspects and ex-convicts, 
ané with the tracing of crimes the perpetra- 
tors of which have sought refuge in the 
provinces and abroad. 

The sureté générale has charge of the the- 
s‘ers of every person who has ever been con- 
victed of misdemeanor or felony since 1871, 
wher all the police records and archives up 
‘to that date were intentionally destroyed by 
| the leaders of the commune insurrection. 

In order to realize what these doasiers mean 
it may be sthied thet they number between 
‘8,000,000 and 10,000,000, an altogether appall- 
‘ng figure when’ it fe borne in mind that the 
entire population of France does not exceed 
40, 000,000. 

These doestera, which relate exclustvely to 
indiotments and convictions, must not be 
confounded with the nearly 500,000 political 
dossiers of the prefecture of police. These 
particular dossiers do not concern people 
who have come within the clutches of the 
‘law, but public characters, etategmen, for- 
eign and native diplomats, leading bankers, 
newspaper proprietors and editors, territorial 
magnates, great artiste, in fact nearly every 
one capable of exercising a direct or indirect 
influence upon the course of eventa 


Expulsion of Foreigners, 


Tt is the chief of the surreté générale who, 
also; has charge of the expulsion of foreigners | 
whose presence, for one reason or another 
has become distasteful, elther to the French 
government, of to some of the authorities. 
This power is exercised without any form 
of judicial process, usually at the instance 
of the prefect of police, the decree, however, 
being in eedh case signed by the chief of 
the sureté générale, who is responsibie for 
ite execution.

MEET DRAWS 1,518 ENTRIES. 


Change Started When Yankee Soldiers 
Introduced Baseball.

Baseball, started by American soldiers 
twelve yeare ago, has led to a great athietio 
up¥ft in the Philippine Islands, according 
to Biwood 8. Brown, physical instructor at 
the Manila Y. M. C. A., who is visiting‘ at his 
home in Wayne, IL 

Net only bes the national game of Uncle 
Sam permeated the islands, but twenty other 
forms of sport are played and “ cocking 
mains,"’ once @ great attraction, are fast los- 
ing their hold on the natives. 

Baseball, volley bell, basketball, soccer 
footbala, ewimming, tennis, and track ath- 
letics have supplanted the bese active at- 
traction of battles between “ roosters.” 

One of the amusing formes of sport is the 
pillow fight, in which the contestants enr- 
deavor to knook each other offa beam They 
ere not allowed te take hold with their 
hands. 

The bureau of education has 800,000 stu- 
@ents on ite roll, and it is estimated that 
nearly 500,000 of these ere taking part in 
athletica. 


Meet Attracts 1,513 Athletes. 

In the eastern Olympic meet held at 
Manila a 
part, the majority of them from China, Ja- 
pan, and the Philippine islands. The next 
games will be held at Shanghai, in 10816, 
when it is expected Siam and the Straits 
Settlements also will be represented.

Many towns have old Spanish 
plazas which can be utilized for playgrounds 
An old moat around Manila, which is 500 feet 
wide and nearly a mile long, has been turned 
into an athietic field, and as many as 10,000 
people turn out tothe baseball and foot- 
ball matches, 


Meet Biggest Ever Held. 

The Philippine Amateur Athletic federa- 
tion holds an annual meet each year in con- 
junction with the interscholastic champion- 
whips. Last year these were combined with 
the Olympic meet, making it the greatest 
event ever held on the islands. 

The Chinese, Japanese, and islanders have 
no synonymous terms to apply to those used 
in baseball and other sports, and so have 
adopted the Engligh terms.

MERICAN people are not educated in 
the art of wine drinking. They are 
“Yabel drinkers.” They really don't 
know what wine is.“ They do not know 

when and how to drink wine. They judge 
their wines by the taste and flavor, and never 
by the purity Of the wime itself. They do not 
drink wisely, but too much. 

These are some of the deductions made by 
Jacques Straub; wine steward of the Black- 
stone hotel, who is; it is said, one of the fore- 
most wine experts in. the world.
